The ‘Mighty Mouse’ with a lion’s roar 


No pocket calculator, however so- 


phisticated, could assess the full 


weight of Kevin Keegan’s contribution 
to English football since he came into 
the big time as a wide-eyed, frail youth 
at Liverpool. 


He blossomed rapidly, first under 
Bill Shankly’s direction and then in 
Bob Paisley’s red cover to become a 
legend on Merseyside and go on to 
reach even wider frontiers with his 
dazzling exploits in Europe. 


The greatest compliment Keegan 
could be given is to say that he burst 
on the scene like a comet to offer 
magic on a First Division stage shorne 
of much of its superstar material in the 
drab Seventies. 


Keegan had been a Liverpool player 
only four months when he first played 
against Bobby Moore, captain of 
West Ham and the England team that 
won the World Cup. 


Here was his first real opportunity to 
see whether he would ever attain the 
levels England’s great captain had 
achieved. 


Bill Shankly, Liverpool’s manager 
and something of a Messiah himself, 
stood in the dressing-room passage 
to inspect the opposition. Nothing 
escaped him. He noted how they 
dressed, if they had shaved, whether 
they were trying to hide an injury, how 


their hair was groomed, if they looked 
tired. 


He studied West Ham and beck- 
oned young Keegan to the corner of 
the dressing-room. “I’ve seen that 
Bobby Moore,” he rasped. ‘Big bags 
under his eyes. Limping. He’s been 
out in a night-club last night again, 
son. He’s scared stiff of playing 
against you. You'll run him silly.” 


It was the same year that Moore and 
three other West Ham players had 
been carpeted for visiting a nightclub 
on the eve of anF.A. Cup-tie. Shankly 
had not wasted the opportunity to lift 
the morale of the Liverpool team. 


That moment when their lives 


crossed was a significant milestone in > 


the Seventies — the flower of English 
football in the twilight of his career, 
the new superstar bursting on the 
scene. 


After Kevin had run himself ragged 
helping Liverpool beat West Ham, he 
realised he’d been a victim of Shanks’ 
“kidology”’. 


“Bobby’s still a great player,” the 
manager said. ‘He didn’t put a foot 
wrong, Kevin. You helped us show 
we are the better team.” 


When soccer historians assess 
Keegan’s_ contribution, they might 
well judge him as the saviour of Eng- 
lish football from the playing point of 
view, with Ron Greenwood, 
England’s manager, the man who 
steered a troubled football land back 
on to the right rails. 


If Greenwood’s appointment as 
England manager swept away years 
of negative thinking, Keegan has 
done his bit for the cause too. 


His respect for Greenwood can be 
measured by the way “Might Mouse” 
has flung himself into the cause of 
rescuing England. While many 
players were shrugging off a long 
season of physical exertion in the 
summer of 1979, Kevin flew in from 
his home in Hamburg, West Germany, 
to help make a coaching film at 
Bisham Abbey for the Football Asso- 
ciation. 


He rightly believed the England cap- 
tain should be seen to play a major 


part in the production of a film that 


would influence thousands of 


youngsters. 


Nothing appears to be too much 
trouble for Kevin. He once played for 
Hamburg at Frankfurt in the after- 
noon, then drove 115 miles to 
Cologne and played again that even- 
ing in a five-a-side tournament with 
Allan Simonsen, European Footballer 
of the Year. Later that night he flew by 
private jet to Gatwick, England. The 
following day he_- kept _ nine 
appointments, weary but smiling. 


“You’ve climbed Everest,’’com- 
mented Bill Shankly when Kevin first 
won Europe’s top honour in 1978. 
Some believe Kevin Keegan will scale 
other summits before he is finished. 


England manager 1990? Anything 
is possible for the maestro.

Born in England. Aged 24. Joined the club in 1982. He first played soccer in 
England at five years of age. His favourite players are Pat Jennings, fellow 
Demon Tony Rasmussen and respects Clive Lloyd as a sportsman. His family 
had the greatest influence on his career, and enjoyed success with 
representative honour with the Senior NSW Side, State High School and 
Australian Schoolboy Teams. His greatest thrill was training with 
Middlesborough. His diversion from soccer is socialising after a game, eating 
chocolate and banana splits and commutes in-a Commodore in his occupation 
as sales representative. He unrealised ambitions are to play at the top level of 
soccer for as long as possible and to succeed in business. 


ROD SKELLERN — Defender 


Born in Australia. Aged 25. Joined the Demons in 1984. He commenced 
playing soccer at seven years of age with his parents having the most influence 
on his career. Rod represented NSW from U/14 to U/18. He likes playing and 
dislikes not being able to play. He drives a Ford Laser car, is a plumber by 
trade, likes eating out with seafood as his favourite dish, and wants to continue 
playing as long as possible. 


TONY RASMUSSEN — Defender 


Born in Australia. Aged 24. Joined the Demons in 1981. He first played 
soccer when he was seven years old. States Denes Adrigan as having the 
most influence on his soccer, with his favourite players being Bob Jones and 
Barry Hoare. He represented NSW at U/15 and U/16 level. He enjoys 
socialising after the match and dislikes intent injuries of which he has had two 
serious injuries in 1984 and 1985. He is employed as a storeman, drives a 
Toyota, eats steak and kidney pie and looks forward to a happy life with his 
wife-to-be. 


ROBERT WHEATLEY — Defender 


Born in Australia. Aged 22. Joined the Demons in 1981. He first played 
soccer at age seven with the Wahroonga Club and lists Rale Rasic as the 
person who has had most influence on his career. Robert has a very , 
distinguished representative career (not complete) representing Schoolboys, 
both State and Australian, at all age levels, had 17 caps at U/19 youth level 
and has played four matches with the Senior National Team. His biggest thrill 
was being part of the Australian Youth Team to defeat Argentina in 1981. 
Away from soccer he has recently graduated as a physical education teacher, 
drives a Mini and likes to eat steak. His ambitions are to continue his national 
career and to succeed in his vocation as a physical education teacher. 


CLIFF POINTER — Defender 


Born in England. Aged 31. Joined the Demons in 1970. First played soccer 
when 11 years old. His favourite players were George Best and Dennis Law. 
Good coaches have had most influence on his career, which includes being 
“Player of the Year” on two occasions at Blacktown City. His greatest thrill was 
winning his first Cup Final. Away from soccer he has a successful career as a 
sales manager for Adidas and drives a Volvo car. Favourite dish is steak and 
chips and likes enjoying life, to be healthy, and to be successful at whatever he 
attempts. 


RICKY HORMAZABAL — Midfield 


Born in Chile. Aged 34. First played soccer when he was 10 years old. 
Joined the Demons in 1978 — returned to Chile for three years and returned 
to the club this year. His father had the most influence on his career and Diego 
Maradona is his favourite player. Ricky played 1st Division in Chile for 
Universidad Catolica and was in Championship-winning team. He also 
represented his country in five international games. He drives a Ford, is a 
talented commercial artist, his favourite dish is seafood and looks forward to 
being a coach when he finishes playing.

He is 
employed in the electrical trade, like Chinese food, and has ambitions to travel 
through Canada and Switzerland, and to play for Australia. 


ALEX BOTTALICO — Striker 


Born in Australia and joined the Demons this year. He started playing soccer 
when he was five years old with APIA, and his father who currently coaches 
APIA in the NSL had the biggest influence on his career. His favourite player is 
Paolo Rossi. Alex represented NSW against China and lists his first hat-trick of 
goals as being the highlight of his career so far. He is employed as a clerk, 
drives a Magna car, likes a tempting dish of honey prawns and has ambitions to 
play for Australia. 


PETER FREEMAN — Goalkeeper 


Born in Australia, a Demons veteran. First played soccer when he was 10 
years old. His favourite player is naturally a goalkeeper, Peter Shilton. Peter 
has had a most dinstinguished career with the Demons and has shared a 
number of successes with the club. He drives a Commodore, works as a bank 
officer, loves all food. His ambitions are to enjoy his soccer and pass on his 
knowledge to up and coming goalkeepers.

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KEVIN KEEGAN’S STORY 


In Liverpool he was ‘King Kevin’, the 
Doncaster miner’s son who became a 
legend on Merseyside. In Germany 
he was ‘Mighty Mouse’, the English- 
man who won over the doubting Ham- 
burg fans with his skills and persona- 
lity. Then he became ‘Saint Kevin’, 
who chose to return to Southampton 
and England to further his career. 


Joseph Kevin Keegan was born at 
Armthorpe, near Doncaster, on 14th 
February, 1951. Kevin’s story star- 
ted in Doncaster, and his heroes were 
the local Fourth Division side, Don- 
caster Rovers. Although he played for 
his home town’s schools side he was 
not invited to join Rovers, and at 
fifteen Coventry took a look at him but 
dismissed him as “too small’. It was 
left to Fourth Division Scunthorpe to 
offer him professional terms — and a 
wage of £7 per week, in December 
1968. 


By the time he was twenty he had 
attracted the interest of other clubs 
and it was natural that he should move 
on — and up. Millwall and Preston 


wanted to sign him, but Bill Shankly. 


came in with an offer of £35,000 and 
Kevin was on his way to Liverpool and 
the First Division. 

So Kevin's rise to football stardom 
wasn’t a foregone conclusion — it 
was arise that he worked hard for. He 
was determined to succeed from the 
start, doing extra training at 
Scunthorpe and exercising hard to 
develop his strength and physique. 
Even today, when he has numerous 
calls on his time, preparation for the 
next game is his first priority. In a 
recent survey, nine out of eleven 
England players rated Kevin the fittest 
player they had ever seen — just 
reward for the hours of hard work and 
effort he puts in. 


Bill Shankly saw the promise in the 
young Keegan, and both he and Liver- 
pool reaped the benefits. Keegan was 
ambitious, determined and willing to 
learn, an attitude that fitted the Liver- 
pool set-up perfectly. Kevin became a 
member of the team that took the First 
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Division title with amazing regularity, 
and he picked up an FA Cup winner’s 
medal in 1974, a European Cup win- 
ners medal in 1977 and UEFA 
medals in 1973 and 1976. 


He developed a fiercesome attack- 
ing partnership with John Toshack at 
Liverpool, and meanwhile, he had 
become an England regular, winning 
the first of his 63 caps against Wales 
in 1973. He went on to become Eng- 
land’s captain and there was no more 
committed player to England’s cause 
since the last war then Kevin Keegan. 


England’s failure to reach World 
Cup Finals in 1974 and 1978 cast an 
obvious cloud over his achievements 
but if the truth is considered, no mem- 
ber of the 1966 World Cup winning 
team did more than Kevin Keegan in 
the white shirt of England. 


Many people expected him to stay 
at Liverpool, but the time came when 
he felt he needed the challenge — and 
that challenge came from abroad. 
After talk of a move to Spain, West 
German Bundesliga side Hamburg 
stepped in with an offer of £500,000 
and Keegan signed for them in June 
1977. 


After a few teething troubles Kevin 
settled in well, and the fans really took 
to him. His popularity stems not just 
from his very special soccer skills, but 
also from his behaviour off the pitch. 
He is never too busy to sign an auto- 
graph, and amazed fans in Germany 
by staying on after official ‘signing 
sessions’ had finished until every fan 
had his signature. That attitude stems 
from his own days as a young fan, 
when one of the players from Don- 
caster Rovers, who Kevin idolised, 
refused an autograph saying he 
hadn’t the time. Kevin decided from 
that day that he’d find time. 


Kevin Keegan’s smiling face has 
been known to grace the odd advert- 
isement or two, but one publicity ses- 
sion filmed at Wembly remains in the 
memory of those in the stadium. 


Kevin was being photographed for 
Mitre Footballs, in front of the goal at 
the opposite end to the electronic 
scoreboard. At that moment a large 
party of schoolboys appeared in front 
of the Royal Box on a conducted tour 
of the stadium. 


“Excuse me,” whispered Kevin, 
and sprinted off to sign autographs for 
the youngsters. That says a lot and 
helps to explain Kevin’s deserved 
popularity. 

In Germany the pressures on 
Kevin's private life actually lessened. 
It was something of a novelty for 
Kevin and his wife Jean to walk 
around and shop in peace, and they 
enjoyed their new-found privacy. 
Jean had learned some German at 
school, and soon made friends near 
their home in the Duvenstedt district 
of Hamburg, and Kevin worked hard 
at his German lessons. And it was in 


. Germany that their first child, Laura 


Jane, was born. 


So Keegan’s talents found a wider 
stage — and the wisdom of his move 
was confirmed when he was elected 
European Footballer of the Year in 
1978 and 1979. 


His goal-scoring talents helped 
Hamburg win the West German Cham- 
pionship in 1979 and with them he 
became the unlucky loser of a Euro- 
pean Cup Final battle with Nottingham 
Forest in Madrid in 1980. 


After two seasons with Hamburg 
the rumours started that Kevin would 
soon be on the move again. Would he 
go to Spain, Italy — or even perhaps 
America? Kevin almost went to Amer- 
ica for the summer period in 1979, 
but after finally deciding to refuse the 
offer from Washington Diplomats he 
felt he’d done the right thing. The 
standard in the Bundesliga is demand- 
ing, and the training so hard, that 
Kevin felt it best to take a break from 
football. In fact the high standard in 
the Bundesliga probably helped con- 
tribute to Kevin playing for England so 


regularly, even though he was living in 
West Germany. He also kept his Eng- 
lish fans, with his brother Mike running 
his fan club from his home town of 
Doncaster. 


In early 1980 talk of a move for 
Kevin started again, with Real Madrid 
and Juventus favourites to sign him. 
So it came as something of a surprise 
when ata special arranged press con- 
ference, it was announced by Laurie 
McManemy that Kevin Keegan would 
be signing for Southampton 


Why did he choose to return to Eng- 
land and somewhat unfashionable 
Southampton? Kevin’s answer was 
simply that Southampton was the club 
he wanted to play for, and that his 
major consideration when moving 
back to England had been a desire to 
help England win the 1982 World 


Cup. Kevin is also an admirer of Saints 
boss Laurie McManemy and _ the 
attacking style of play he fosters at 
the south coast club. 


An England PFA Footballer of the 
Year Trophy in 1982 followed his 
success in joining Southampton and 
on August 19th, 1982, at the Gos- 
forth Park Hotel, just outside 
Newcastle, the Second Division club 
announced that they had landed 
Kevin Keegan. 


His goal-scoring exploits in scoring 
21 out of the 75 League goals that 
took Newcastle to fifth place in the 
Second Divsion in 1982-83 con- 
firmed that the North East club were 
right in bringing one of Europe’s finest 
footballers to St. James’ Park. 


And he was not to let them down in 
1983-84 when he again led their 
goal-scoring charts to spearhead their 
campaign for a return to the First Div- 
ision for the first time since their rele- 
gation in 1977-78. Kevin also cap- 
tained the team in 1983-84. 


In any other era Kevin Keegan 
would have been considered a “great’. 
It was his misfortune that he became 
one of England’s best players in a 
rather barren era at international level. 


Nevertheless, Kevin Keegan is the 
greatest loss to English football since 
Bobby Moore’s reign ended.

THE STRENGTHS AND SKILLS OF 
KEVIN KEEGAN 


What makes Kevin Keegan such an 
outstanding footballer? Here is a short 
appraisal of some of his strengths — 
and what some of the great names in 
soccer have to say about him. 


Speed: He is very fast and very 
sharp. He’s small and manoeuvrable, 
so his speed is especially dangerous 
in and around the box. 


Team Play: Definitely one of his 
great strengths. His tactical aware- 
ness is outstanding, and many pun- 
dits believe that Keegan has often 
been the difference between the 
England team winning and drawing. 
Unselfish, and always has that little 
extra to offer. 


Control: Keegan was forced to 
work hard to improve his ball control 
when he went to Germany, in an 
attempt to overcome the tight man-to- 
man marking system employed there. 
He accepts the ball quickly, controls 
it, and is off and on arun almost imme- 
diately, before defenders realise 
what’s. happening. 


Ability to Lose Marker: Keegan 
poses a big problem for defenders — 
should they go in tight, or stand off a 
little and perhaps be better prepared 
to act if he tries to turn them? There is 
no answer, for the ability to lose 
markers is widely considered Kevin's 
strongest asset. He is well able to 
handle the tight marking that inevitably 
comes his way. 


Passing: If there is a weak link in 
Keegan’s play this is probably it, 
though as a striker it doesn’t matter 
too much that his passing isn’t top 
class. 


Shooting and Goalscoring Ability: 
Keegan still always looks hungry for 
goals, even though he’s been scoring 
them at the highest level for many 
years now. He’s brave and aggres- 
sive, and isn’t afraid to go in when 
bodies and boots are flying. He’ll run 
at any defender with the ball, and 
when he’s in possession around the 
box a goal always looks likely. Not so 
much one for the long shot from yards 
out, more for weaving into the box and 
producing a touch that makes a goal 
look deceivingly simple. Often does 
the unexpected. 


Heading: For a small man Keegan is 
an exceptional header of the ball. He 
jumps well even from a standing posi-

tion, often giving away inches in body 
height, and gets up with the tallest 
defenders. He’s brave, too, and has 
been rewarded with many goals 
scored from headers. 


Temperament: Kevin Keegan's 
temperament is outstanding, espec- 
ially when you think of the stick he 
takes. He will take of lot of punish- 
ment before reacting. He’s a marked 
man in every match he plays in, yetit’s 
rare for him to remonstrate or com- 
plain — he just shrugs off the tackles 
and gets on with the game. 


Bill Shankly, former Liverpool 
Manager: “Kevin's record is a fairy- 
tale; there are no question marks 
about anything he does. He’s made 
more out of football than any player, 
and all of it with honesty and 
integrity.” 


Ron Greenwood, former England 
Manager: “Kevin is the ideal captain. 
He takes responsibility and motivates 
others by setting high standards for 
himself. He’s a manager’s delight. He 
has everything you dream about in a 
player.”

We played a total of 10 games 
winning 8, drawing 1, losing 1, on the 
way to lifting the cup, scoring 23 
goals for and conceeding only 6.

The first final played against Mar- 
coni on the 10th March was a dour 
hard fought struggle that we were un- 


lucky to only end up with a draw (0-0) 
especially after hitting the woodwork 
twice. The replay last Sunday (April 
7th) was more of the same. We gave 
away home advantage, played 20 
minutes extra time before going into 
penalties, unbelievably after 5 pen- 
alties each we were still deadlocked 
3-3. It was into ‘sudden death’! ‘Char- 
acter’ won through giving us a final 
score of 5-4.

KEVIN KEEGAN 


Transferred from Scunthorpe to 
Liverpool in 1971, Keegan’s career 
blossomed as a striker. Voted English 
Footballer of the Year in 1976, he won 
League Championship (1973, 1976 
and 1977), European Cup (1977), 
UEFA Cup (1973 and 1976) and FA 
Cup (1974) awards with Liverpool. 


In 1977 he went to SU Hamburg, 
who won the German League title in 
1979. He was voted European Foot- 
baller of the Year in 1978 and 1979 
and returned to England in 1980 to 
Southamptom. 


He won the England PFA Footballer 
of the Year trophy in 1982. 


In August, 1982 he joined Newcastle 
United and helped them into the First 
Division, only to retire from football at 
the end of that 1983-84 season. 


KEVIN — INTO RACING? 


Mike Channon was important in per- 
suading Kevin to sign for South- 
ampton. The two are good friends, 
and share a love of the country life. 


Ever since he was a kid Mike 
dreamed of owning race horses, and 
about ten years ago he bought his first 
— Cathy Jane. She rewarded him with 
some wins, and with some fine foals, 
one of which, called Man on the Run, 
Mike owns jointly with Kevin. 


Mike laughingly refers to himself as 
Kevin’s racing manager. He’s been 
trying for years to interest Kevin in 
racing, and when they became joint 
owners, he took Kevin along to see 
Man on the Run race. He came in last! 


Kevin Keegan — Captain of England 
The player behind Kevin is Trevor Brooking, the great West Ham star. Their 
understanding at international level for England was almost telepathic. Sadly the 
partnership which so often sparked off an England goal was destined never to 
grace soccer’s greatest stage. Both were injured prior to the World Cup Finals 
in Spain in 1982 and made just fleeting appearances in England’s last game 
against Spain. 
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BLACKTOWN CITY STORY 


Although young in the number of years that it has been playing in the National 
League, the club and its predecessor, Toongabbie Soccer Club, has been around 
for some 25 years. 


In 1970, a decision was made to enter the N.S.W. Soccer Federation, and it 
did this at the equivalent level of the 6th Division. The Committee at the time had far- 
reaching aspirations to turn it into the most successful soccer club in Australia. 


Over the next seven years a most outstanding success story unfolded. The 
club won promotion through the lower divisions to ultimately achieve 1st Division 
status, however, at this stage, one last hurdle had to be overcome, and this was to 
win inclusion in soccer’s national competition. 


Whilst this success story was being achieved on the field, a similar ambitious 
programme was being undertaken with the development of a licensed social club 
on land owned by the club in Seven Hills, and covering just on eight acres. 


The club was instrumental in obtaining its liquor license and opened for trading 
on 10th November, 1975. The committee, not being satisfied with just having a 
successful licensed club, decided that it should give its members and supporters 
the opportunity of watching soccer at its own stadium. So, out of creek beds and 
swamp rose what is known today as Gabbie Stadium. This complex was opened in 
March, 1978 by the Premier of N.S.W., Honorable Neville Wran, Q.C. 


The Demons were admitted to the National Soccer League in 1980, however, 
unfortunately, they were to be relegated at the end of the 1981 season. This step 
undoubtedly could have been overcome if the club had acted in a responsible 
manner to purchase players and meet their demands which would have been in 
excess of its ability to operate in a satisfying manner. 


The club is convinced that its decision was correct, as the next two years , 
enabled it to implement plans that were to have a far-reaching effect on the club’s 
long-term future. The most prominent of these was the creation of its Youth 
Development Academy, out of which will undoubtedly come ‘the representative 
players of the future. 


With the regionalisation of the national competition in 1984, the club saw the 
feasability of a more acceptable competition in the making, as such, it re-entered 
the League last year. 

In 1984, after avery promising start to the season, which saw the team leading 
the competition, it was more than satisfactory to make the semi-finals of the © 
competition in its first year back.
